(corresponding to transaction information), and a password 
(corresponding to authorization information) in order to perform the 
authorization.

(innovators) in the patent (Utility Model Registration) application 
prior to the [present] application are not the same as the inventors 
in the present application, and the applicant in the patent (Utility 
Model Registration) application is not the same as the applicant at 
the time of [the present] application, and thus no patent may be 
granted according to the stipulations of Paragraph 2 of Article 29 
of the Patent Law.

"transaction data") the store number (corresponding to the 
"purchaser identification number") and an ID number 
(corresponding to the "vendor identification number") to perform 
the authorization of the individual.
